Vox Populi. 

Is the Press the medium through 
which the voice of the People is heard V 
Dooh it represent popular opinion? As 
a rule, yes. Of course every rule 
lias its exceptions. But it may safely 
and truthfully be assorted in respect of 
every free country that the Press is the 
mirror, so to speak, of popular opin- 
ion. British Columbia is a free 
country, and its Press is as free as that 
of any other. The Press of this Pro- 
vince may, therefore, fairly be assum- 
ed to express in the main popular 
thought and opinion. Let ua bring 
the Constitution Amendment Act of 
last session to this touch-stone. There 
are five newspaper!! published in Bri- 
tish Columbia,— two at the seat of 
Government, two at New Westminster, 
and one at Barkervillo. Of those, four 
may fairly be presumed to give expres- 
sion to independent political senti- 
ments. The fifth, being the property 
and organ of the Premier, can hardly 
be presumed to do ho when dealing 
with questions of Ministerial policy. 
Now, let us see what has been the ver- 
dict of the Press upon the measure in 
question. With the singlo exception 
of the Premier's organ aforesaid, every 
newspaper in the Province has pro- 
nounced a most emphatic verdict of 
unmeasured condemnation of the act 
of the Government in increasing the 
number of Ministers. Throe out of 
the four have emphatically condemned 
the increase of portfolios. While the 
four independent journals have been 
very pronounced in their condemna- 
tion of these measures, the Premier's 
pocket organ has for the most part ob- 
served a discreet silence; when it has 
spoken its defence has been chiefly re- 
markable for its wheyishness — uncom- 
monly like what is known as "helping 
a lame dog over the stile." It is now 
several weeks since the verdict of the 
"Sentinel" was reproduced in our own 
columns, and the reader may still re- 
tain an impression of its emphatic 
tenor. The creation of anew portfolio 
it denounced as utterly unjustifiable, 
intended "to satisfy the ambituous 
longing of some friend of the Admin- 
istration, or to buy the support of 
some factious opponent." Respect- 
ing the iucroaso in the number of 
Ministers it said, "An utter absurdity 
— it is surely not necessary to conduct 
the business of the country that one- 
fourth of the members of the Legisla- 
tive body should be in the Executive 
Council;" — and it concluded by depre- 
cating a change which would make 
the Ministry numerically stronger, but 
morally weaker, and expressing the 
earnest hope that the "House will 
Hternly refuse to sanction the measure." 
That hope was disappointed. A 
majority of the members, for reasons 
best known to themselves, and for 
which they must some day answer to 
their constituents, sustained the Gov- 
ernment in'this attempt to entrench itself 
—to erect a barricade against which the 
vox populi might harmlessly beat 
Htich wcro the views expressed by the 
"Sentinel" on the mountains of Cari- 
boo. And no one can suggest that 
they were the result of hostility to the 
Government, or to any member of it ; 
for all the circumstances would pre- 
pare one to expect that to tin faults 
of the Government it would rather bo 
disposed to be a little blind. We 
next come to tho "Herald," another 
witness that might be presumed to be dis- 
interested, and more than disinterested. 
What did it have to say? Lot this wit- 
ness toll its own story: — "As for the other 
matter—increasing the number of Minis- 
ters to six or Boven— we do not sec that 
it is necessary or advisable. Indeed, we 
should be more in favor of cutting down 
the total to four. Any increase would, 
wo fear, disturb the balance of power; 
and, however desirable it may bo to have 
a strong Government, it is not desirable 
to make it so strong as to weaken in any 
degree the chock imposed by its respon- 
sibility to tho people, by rendering that 
responsibility loss real and less felt." 
Could anything 1)3 more couclusne V And 
it is well that the fact should be present 
to the reader's mind that both the Senii- 
„<:l and tho Herald aro, and were at that 
time, earnest supporters of tno new ad- 
ministration; so that their enunciations 
on tho subject at issue could not possibly 
bo attributed to political or pe/sonal bins, 
but tho result of strong conviction — so 
strong that they felt impelled to spoak out 
even against the policy of a Government 
'hoy wore anxious to support. Those aro 
considerations? which it will bo admitted 
impart additional weight and significance 
to tho words of tho Journals referred to. 
Passing down to a more recent period, wo 
find tho Guardian giving expression to 
what it coiicoives to bo public opinion on 
tho subject. In a caroful and temperate 
articlo, it expresses diappointment and 
disapprobation as to tho general policy 
and acts of tho now administration. Tho 
Ministry, it thinks, have proved "a miser- 
tttiifi failure," their vaunted retrenchment 



a more empty delusion, tho object of 
which was to' strengthen themselves in 
their positions,— not to lighten tho bur- 
dens of the people. "But," says tho 
Q-uardian. "the coolest part of their le- 
gislation is in tho alteration of tho Con- 
stitution, in order to intrench tho present 
Government by tho creation of now port- 
folios, and so admit of their taking tho 
bit between their teeth and defying the 
people for whom they protended to legis- 
late;"— and it proceeds to expose the flim- 
sev excuse advanced by tho Ministry in 
defence of tho rape on the Constitution, 
viz, the necessity for increasing tho num- 
ber of seats in tho Cabinet in order that 
tho Mainland might have a duo share of re- 
presentation therein. The Mainland, it 
boldly asserts, which is strictly true, 
never expressed an opinion to that effect; 
and it was only a cunning device to catch 
votes from the* Mainland, by working upon 
the sectional feelings of its representa- 
tives,— a trick of which tho Government 
should feel ashamed. We aro aware that 
an attempt is being made by tho chief 
organ of tho Government :o weaken the 
force of the Guardian's verdict by attri- 
buting tho delay that has occurred in the 
rendering of it to unworthy motives. But 
it will bo seen at once with what very 
awkward results tho application of that 
rule of judging motives to tho organ it- 
self would be attended; and one might 
have hoped that considerations of com 
mon decency would have restrained it in 
that direction. If thoabsenoe or presence 
in its columns of government advertise- 
ments disentitles a journal to pronounce 
upon the policy of tho administration, 
surely it is the Standard that should be 
dumb! Looking dispassionately at tho 
verdict thus rendered by the press, and 
.having due regard to tho circumstances 
under which that verdict was arrived at, 
it seems impossible to doubt that public 
opinion throughout the country has re- 
garded with very decided disapprobation 
the policy of the present administration, in 
so far at least, as the increase of Ministers 
and portfolios is concerned; and, what- 
ever insidious influences may meanwhile 
bo attempted to bo brought to bear with a 
view to toning down popular opposition, 
we are disposed to think that could a di- 
rect appeal be had to tho people, many of 
those who helped tho Government to -wo- 
lato the spirit of our Constitution would 
find themselves at tho foot of tho poll. 
And yet it is when the pernicious re- 
sults of tho measure shall have had time 
to develop themselves that tho people will 
more fully realize the full measure of tho 
mischief. If we turn to the financial con- 
sequences of tho act, its relation to the 
question of economic administration, tho 
case only acquires additional odiousness. 
Under the hypocritical pretense of doing 
jastice to sectional interests, sectional 
jealousies are sought to be rekindled — on 
the principle, it may bo presumed, that a 
certain class of professionals are said to 
start a fight in order that they may the 
more conveniently ply their art. But in 
this instance, tho engineer may bo "hoist- 
by his own petard."

THE WRECK OF THE GEORGE 
S. WRIGHT ! 



Thirty-ons Lives Lost! 

Return of H. Ni. S. Pataral, U. S. S. Lin 
coin and Propeller Cyaolo Tolfalr to 
Nanaimo. 



13y the steamer Sir Jam03 Douglas, yes- 
turilay, camo Mr. NicUolls, of the Oregon 
Stoam Navigation Co., ami Mr. Joseph 
Spratt, who wont to Sitka in the propel" 1 
lev G-ussie Telfair last month. Thoy ro- 
port that the Pe'.ei'el, Lincoln and Quasio 
Telfair are lying at Nanaimo, having just 
returned from a perilous trip to the North 
in search of relics of the lost propeller 
tieorge H. Wright. Wo regret to say that 
we have little to add to the information 
already received through Indian sources. 
When tho Telfair arrived at Fort Tongas, 
on her way up, she learned that the Geo. 
S. Wright touchod there on the upward 
trip, about the 18th January, and took on 
hoard some freight, the mails, Mr. John 
Williams of Omineca (formerly of the 
firm of Evans it Williams, Victoria), and 
a Frenchman, also from Omineca. Mr. 
Williams had 815,000 in gold tlnst in his 
possession. After arriving at Sitka sho 
embarked Messrs. Charles Kincaid, 
Charles Waldron, aminer from Stickeon 
River, and Lt. Rogers, U.S.A., and ser- 
vant, who, added to those already on board 
increased the number to 111. Sho then 
ran across to a place called Kluvok, where 
Waldron had a tishing station, and took 
in 81)0 barrels of salmon, 100 barrels of 
oil and some skins and furs. Sin- sailod 
thence on the 26th January for Nanaimo 
direct. And that is the last that any per- 
son now living is supposed to have seen 
of the ill-fated steamer or her passengers, 
officers and crew. The Gussie Telfair 
visited Kluvok and other points and then 
came down the coast, calling in at differ- 
ent places for information. At Bella iiel- 
la a trader named Lowtlcn showed a bar- 
rel of oil which some Indians had picked 
up - JU() miles above Cape Caution and Bold 
to him. It was bought by the purser of 
the Gussie Telfair and is now onboard 
that steamer. Subsequently some Indiana 
were found with the iron band from the 
foot of tho (r. S. Wright's mainmast 
which, they said, they had torn from the 
inast as it lay on the beach. This was 
also bought. The Indians were directed 
to search the vicinity of (.jape Caution 
(which is unapproachable now owing to 
tho surf) for bodies or papers. Indians re- 
ported that on the beech near Cape Cau- 
tion were signs of some persons having 
tried to build a house after the fashion of 
the white men; but none of the Indians 
would acknowledge to having seen the 
wreck or the people. 

H.M.S-Peterel called at Alert Bay and 
secured the signboard of the lost steamer, 
which bears the name — "liuuir/eS. Wri'jht" 
—in gilt letters. She then passed on up 
the Coast, tiring guns and rockets fre- 
quently, but met with no response from 
tho shore. At one of the villages near 
Cape Gautioa the Indians were question- 
ed by Capt.™ Spalding, but professed en- 
tire ignoranco of the wreck or of any of 
the missing people. The Peterel, we 
understand, wont around Queen Char- 
lotte Island, but saw nothing of the 
wreck. The general belief is that the lost 
propeller ran on the Devil's llidge, (a 
dangerous cluster of rocks near Cape Cau- 
tion) in a snow storm and that she went 
to pieces almost immediately. 

The Lincoln did not cross Queen Char- 
lotto Sound. 

Jolm Williams leaves a wife ami two 
children in this. "city. Mr. Kincaid was a 
California pioneer and was engaged as a 
merchant at Sitka. Mr. Waldron was a 
woli-known trader. Mr. Millotitch wan 
not on board. Mr.Sutton, Chief Engineer 
of the Wright, had his life insured for 
$5,000. . 

While prosecuting her noble errand the 
Peterel struck a rock and lost her forefoot 
aud lias gone on the beach at Nanaimo for 
repairs.

The Constantino was load- 
ing at the Wellington mine, the.T. Chester 
at tho Douglas and the othor at the 
New ear; tie mine. Tho Peterel and 
Lincoln had returned from a search 
after relics of the lost stoamhips 
G. S. Wright, and the Telfair was 
just in from Sitka with tho mails. Amongst 
the passengers by the Douglas wero JMr. 
Joseph Spratt, Mr. Nicholls (Chief Engi- 
neer of the Oregon Steamship Company) 
Messrs. James Harvey, J. Vaughau, Wil- 
son, Calhoun, Mrs. Brennan and a few 
others. The freight consisted of two 
stoers, some pigs, chickens, and hides. 

Wesleyan Jdjulee. — On Sunday and 
Wednesday Jubilo services were held in 
Ebonezer Church, Nanaimo. The cir- 
cumstance of the church debt having been 
wiped oil' suggested these services. On 
Sabbath the Lev. Mr. Derrick, pastor of 
the church, preached stirring sermons to 
large and attentive congregations. On 
Wednesday evening a public tea-meeting 
was held in tho large Sbhool-room, at 
which Mr. Ravbould presided. Addresses 
were delivered by the chairman, and by 
the Rev. Mr. Thompson, one of the new- 
ly arrived missionaries, and last, not least, 
by the liev. Mr. Derrick. A statement of 
finances showed that the church extension 
and improvement had cost 82,347 75, and 
that every dollar of this large expendi- 
ture had been mot by voluntary contribu- 
tions— the last munificent item on the list 
of donations being thirteen hundred odd 
dollars! Tho proceedings wore of the 
most interesting character. The attend- 
ance was very largo, the receipts at the 
door lining 8132 50. The excellent re- 
freshments were supplied by the ladies 
belonging to the congregation. 

Nanaimo. — On Thursday tho steamer 
Maude, Capt. Holmes, arrived at Nanai- 
mo, from Salt Spring Island with ninety 
head of cattle, one horse, thirteen pigs, 
grain, provisions and household effects, 
including the "household gods" of Messrs.

Of the one dis- 
aster we have full accounts from survi- 
vors. Of the loss of the G. S. Wright it 
is not likely that we shall ever hear the 
particulars; but all who knew her com- 
mander will feel satisfied that everything 
a calm, brave sailor would do in such a 
caso would bo done by him. And that 
had the fate of the Wright boon the same 
as that of the Xorthtleet, what Captain 
Kuowles did Captain Ainaley would have 
done. D.

Letter from the Navigator 
Islands- 

Apia Upoltt, 1 
Navigators ok Samoa Islands, - 
December 15th, 1872. ) 

"Wh'-n-Yr tlion'wandoivflt, can's! thou hop.' to gn, 
Wlit'K h!- ie« nn- uriglitir, or tin nartli inorr fuir ? 

Dost tliuttuot luvu thvsu aye-blue streams ihut (low, 
TJiew spiny forests, audUiisyoidt-iinlr.'" [Old Play. 

Since T came here Mooro's lines, when 
he lived in a tropical climate, often come 
to my mind: — 

"Tolireutbaml to llv<>. 
It worth ill) the Joyi tho world rls<.-wherr ran give." 

I left San Francisco '20th September 
per bark Monchikoff for the Naviga- 
tor or Samoa Islands. Arrived here 
October 22hd; wind fair all tho passage. 

The Navigator Islands — so called by 
their discoverer, Capt. Cook, in conse- 
quence of the expert way in which the 
natives sailed their canoes — lie in the 
South Pucitio Ocean, 500 miles N. E. of 
the Fiji Isles. They comprise eight is- 
lands. The most important island is 
Upolu. On tiiis island is the harbor of 
Apia, with a town or village of the same 
name, which contains about 100 foreign 
and 1500 native inhabitants. The general 
aspect of these islands is beautiful and 
picturesque. Their mountains are cover- 
ed with perpetual verdure — their soil ex- 
ceedingly fertile. Tropical fruits and 
flowers of tho most brilliant hue aro 
scattered in great profusion over the sur- 
faeo of these islands, and as a person goes 
inland the undulating surface of the land 
rising from the shoro and covered with 
the wild vegetation af the tropics delight 
the eye by its beauty. Tho noble bread- 
fruit tree, its arching branches, clothod 
with its rich and glossy foliage, the ele- 
gantly shaped casuarina, the luxurant 
pandanns and the palms, with their stately 
trunks of greon crests of nodding loaves, 
all tend to increase tho beauty of the 
scenery. There aro also in great plenty 
yams and banannas, coaco-nut treos with 
their heart-like plumes, shaddocks, limes, 
lemons, oranges, pineapples, etc. The 
climate, though warm, is tempered by the 
breezes from tho surrounding ocean. 

The inhabitants are intelligent, good- 
natured, hospitable, and arc superior in 
physical endowment to those of many 
others of the island of Polynesia. Thoy 
belong to tho light-colored Oceanic stock. 
They go naked (men and women I except 
a piece of cotton cloth or mat, which they 
fasten round the loins; but they throw- 
away even that when they are washing 
themselves, and naked women can bo seen 
at all hours of tho day on the beach, like 
Nora Creina, "lea>ing every beauty free 
to sink or swell as Hoav'n pleases." Sun- 
day mornings, on my way to church, I 
have to cross a bridge underneath 
which in the river a largo number of men 
and women are running about on the 
banks and jumping into tho water. This 
is the main road in tho village. There 
is no government, no prison, no punish- 
ment for crimes, no postoflico, no law, no 
duty on goods or liquor, or no license to 
sell them. No debts can bo collected un- 
less parties aro willing to pity. All kinds 
of liquor are cheap. Gin comes from 
Hamburg. There is a large tlrm from that 
city here and I have seen six of their ves- 
sels in port at one time. Whisky from 
Australia, Now Zealand anil San Francis- 
co. There is a great deal drank by t he 
natives. The consequence is that they 
are getting to he as degraded as wdien 
thoy wero cannibals. A small trader 
leaves hero for Home of tho other islands 
to trade with tho natives for their dried 
cocoanuts, cotton, etc. His stock-in-trade 
is, in a great measure, gin! gin! gin! and 
as a matter of course it is the cause of 
much lighting among the natives them- 
selves. At the present writing there is a 
bloody war going on among them. Fire- 
arms and gin aro in great demand. The 
Catholic clergy, and 1 am told the Pro- 
testant Missionaries ( who were sent hero 
by the London Society) , aro doing their 
best to stay tho frightful torrent of in- 
temperance that prevails on thoso islands; 
but they have a difficult task before them, 
in consequence of most of the foreigners 
being more or loss intorostod in tho sale 
of liquors, which are sout from Hamburg 
by the cargo. There is no venomous ani- 
mal on these islands. 

Apia is tho chief villago of tho islands. 
It Is sitiintod Udcg. Fimin. S. lat., and is 
t ho principal renidoni.'o of tho Catholic 
bishop of Oceania) Tho bishop hud 
prayerbooks and tho Now Testamont trans- 
lated into the Kanma language for the uso 
of the Catholic natives in his djoceso. 
Thoy wero printed and bound in Sydnuy, 
and some of the books wore got 'up in 
splendid style. The native women, w hen 
thoy go to Mass or Vespers; wonr ('loan 



calico dresses and take one side of the 
church; tho men lake tho other side. Most 
of tho men, however, go nnked, unless 
for tho strip of mat around the loins. The 
Priest or Bishop preaches every Sunday 
at Mass or Vespers iu Samoa. There aro 
Sisters here to toaoh tho native gills 
modesty , virtue, eto. | and also Christian 
Brothers to teach the hoys to read and 
write, industrious habits, etc. They are 
all natives of Old France. In Church 
tharo aro no seats — unless a few chairs 
for tho use of tho Priests, Sisters, and 
Brothers— but the floor is covered with 
clean mats, and the natives when they go 
in kneel or squat down on thorn. 

There is an old Victorian hero (S. P. 
Martin). He onoe leased H. Nathan's 
wharf in your city. 

Fish is in great abundance in this har- 
bor and on the Const. Sometimes during 
the day the harbor seems to be alive with 
fish. They can be seen in every direction; 
troops of dolphin and black-fish chased 
by ravenous sharks, albneore, porpoise, 
bonito, Hyiug-tish, and other different 
kinds which I never saw or heard of be- 
fore. On the island there arc pigeons, 
wild duck, doves, etc., and also a beauti- 
ful bird, larger than a pigeon, called by 
sailors tlu: "boatswain." His plumage, 
soft as satin, is of a pearly grey, except 
the long middle feathers of the tail, which 
are of a palo red and projected full a 
a foot and a half beyond the rest. The 
harbor of Apia is protected from the 
mighty billows of the open ocean by 
coral roofs. Tho action of the trade- 
winds is so steady that when it does cease 
for a short time its effects continue upon 
this coral-belted harbor. There aro 
breakers that never cease to ritgo even in 
the calmest weather. No sight can bo more 
grand than that of these huge waves en- 
countering the reef. As it sweeps on- 
ward with a slow, mujastic movement, 
towering lip like a dark blue mountain, it 
seems as if nothing could resist its power. 
It stands for ti moment as if congealed, 
then breaking with a hollow roarit falls in 
a deluge of foam and spray over tho 
reefs. 

The "Southern Cross." by far the most 
brilliant constellation soon in this hemis- 
phere well has it br::n called "the glory 
of the southern skies" — is next in brilli- 
ancy second only to the Cross in tho 
North. The sky is as well beautified in 
this hemisphere as it is in the Northern. 

I will kocp you and your readers posted 
in the news from tho Cannibal Islands by 
every opportunity. 

It is said that tho United States will 
have a naval station, and that the San 
Francisco and Sydney mail steamers will 
have a coaling station on some of these 
islands.

A correspondent of the Washington,

I do not think the fact of Mr. 
Lincoln being' frequently viaitod by 
Colchester is any evidence whatever 
flint ho was at nil inclined to spirit- 
ualism, nor do [ think that Colchester 
himself associated much with spirit- 
ualists as a class. Ho hud a wonder- 
ful gift — was one of those two dollar 
fellows— and made money out of it.

My own experience 
was as follows: [ wrote nt home, Home 
twenty or twenty-five questions, on 
separate pieces of paper, and rolled 
each one up so as to completely con- 
ceal the writing. His reception room 
had no furniture in it except <i carpet, 
round, plain table and a few elixirs. I 
throw my questions on the table, still 
folded, then wrote the name of n de- 
feased person, which I also folded, 
and ho then proceeded to answer the 
question. lie wrote very vapidly, and 
as fitst its he wrote an answer, he, 
without any hesitation, picked out the 
question to which it. was response, and 
at, times lie was surprisingly correct. 
On the first occasion I wrote my father's 
name, and on the second my brother's. 
At the close he made the name appear 
and disappear, in blood red letters on 
his arm. 1 could never comprehend il 
nor did I seek to investigate it; but ho 
did just what i have said, and had 
two witnesses with me both times, 1 
remember that when lie was here in 
Mr. Lincoln's time he was continually 
j being sent for by prominent Congress- 
men to visit their rooms, or they called 
upon him ut his roomi. Ts it at nil 
strange that Mr. Lincoln should have 
had some curiosity to see the man? 
One evening during that visit, he was 
out with a convivial party, aud at 
every invitation to drink he would say 
that he would see what the spirits would 
say about it. Then, slapping his hand 
on a lamp post, ho would show either 
■yes' or 'no' in those sumo lilood-red 
characters on bishands. He has been 
dead for some veins.

An "Adulatory Notice." 

The London "SpQcfcatqr," speaking 
of a suggestion printed in the 'Times' 
that the whole English nation should 
show its respect for the late Emperor 
Napoleon by adopting the ten days' 
mourning of tho Court, says: 

"We have no wish to write severely 
of tho dead, but all this fawning upon 
him is beyond bearing. The late Em- 
peror Avns always prepared to abide by 
his faithful British ally when it was 
good policy, and to throw that ally 
over when it censed to be so. The 
unsuccessful Belgian negotiation was 
by far the worst instance of this, but 
in annexing- Nice and Savoy, in his 
Syrian policy, and in relation to tho 
aggression on Denmark, be showed 
markedly enough the same disposition. 
Wo do not particularly blame him for 
anything but tho Belgian treachery. 
Rulers of great; countries cannot ac- 
commodate their policy to that of other 
nations out of mere sentimental sym- 
pathy. But we wholly deny that the 
English people have any just reason 
for political gratitude towards the late 
Emperor — except, perhaps, in the year 
of the Indian Mutiny — while it is im- 
possible that they can i'eel even respect 
or anything but just indignation^ for 
many of his public acts. That a man 
is deitd may be a reason for not bear- 
ing with special severity on his worst 
actions, but it is no reason at all for 
insincere praise or hollow adulation.' ! 

Suiciuk of a Clekovman. — A painful 
impression was caused at Ramsgat 
yesterday by the determined suicide of 
a well-known London clergyman — the 
liev. Abraham Borradaile. M. A,, 
many years incumbent of St. Mary's, 
Tothill-tields, Westminster. At noon 
on Thursday lie was walking on the 
East Pier of the Royal Harbour, in 
company with his two daughters. Ar- 
rivingat the pier-head, he jumped over 
into the sea, which was rough at the 
time. . Three boatmen, named Lam- 
bert, (lore and Goldsmith, were low- 
ered over the bead as quickly as possi- 
ble, one of them receiving very serious 
injury through being roughly knocked 
by the heavy swell against tho granite 
wall of the pier. Lambert succeeded 
in grasping the deceased, but M'as un- 
able to retain his hold. The crew of 
tho harbour steamtug also put off in a 
boat to the rescue, and the body was 
at length grappled by a boatman. 
Several medical men were almost im- 
mediately in attendance, but life was 
oxtinet. The deceased was 60 years of 
age, and was said to have latterly been 
subject to occasional mental derange- 
ment. — "London Times, Jan. 31st."
